which tho cl' ^*- 1111T was (ak# n was st ilt \ 
in by an inspector and an examination , 
in the laboratory led one* of tho chem­ 
ists to believe that coal tar dye had 
been used in obtaining tho beautiful 
strawberry color of the liquid. 
\s a 
test a white wool stocking was obtain­ 
ed and about one fourth the contents : 
of t 
bottle was poured into a bowl, 
and tho stocking was pc rmittt d to 
soak in the solution for a few minutes. 
It came out a beautiful pink, except 
for tho heel and toe. where silk yarn 
had been used. 
Repeated washings 
by the chemist, under conditions sim­ 
ilar to those used in tho laundry, fail 
ed to dislodge tho coloring matter. 
“One might as well drink the ordi­ 
nary dyes that are sold in the drug j 
stores for dyeing woolen goods as to 
drink that stuff,’’ observed the chem ­ 
ist.

30. 
Thirty cars have been entered in 
the $25,000 race and many of them 
are special racing cars built specially 
for the event. 
Against these will be the Alco car 
which Grant hurled round the Van­ 
derbilt course. He has the greatest 
faith in his ability to w in the big race 
with “Old No. 18.” Grant is regarded 
by 
m ary m otoring experts as the 
greatest American driver. His m eth­ 
ods are very different 
from 
those 
which distinguish som e of the more 
brilliant and spectacular drivers. He 
seldom show s any desire early in the 
race to forge to the front or to set 
pace. 
His method is m ore conserva­ 
tive. 
Some one said “ Grant d o esn ’t 
run a race; he thinks it.” 
Grant 
plans out the degree of speed neces­ 
sary to win, then drives according to 
that schedule. 
In the second Vanderbilt last Octo­ 
ber, Grant did not seem a factor in 
the race until the last 50 miles. 
But 
lue won. 
He has the faith in his car 
which he knew would respond to the 
limit of the mechanism's ability, when 
he called on it to respond, and faith 
in his judgment to know the right 
minute to make that demand. 
There has been 
considerable talk 
among men interested in automobile 
racing as to what this race would 
have to be ridden in to win. 
George 
Robertson, the famous driver who has 
now permanently left the track, is of 
the opinion that the race will be won 
in at least an average of 75 miles an 
hour. 
The Vanderbilt race last Octo­ 
ber was won in an average of 65.2 
m iles per hour and the winning Alco 
was well within its power at that 
time.

continue fighting against the Diaz gov­ 
ernment. 
He got a telegram from Francisco 
De La Barm, who is to become the 
president de facto of Mexico, thanking 
him for his well wishes for the success 
of the country, and saying that Senor 
De La Barra would be pleased to have 
Senor Madero come to the capital and 
lend his valuable advice in restoring 
peace to the country. 
Madero expects 
now' to start for Mexico City by Thurs­ 
day at the latest, as Diaz is expected 
to resign tomorrow.

The defeat of the confirmation of 
Caldwell is a victory for the ancient 
senate prerogative of recommending 
appointments for district offices of the 
class of marshal. 
Senator Bourne op­ 
posed Caldwell because he asserted 
that the president had named the mar­ 
shal in Mr. Bourne s state without con­ 
sulting the Republican senator. 
Sen­ 
ator Bourne made no secret of the 
cause of his opposition.

plainly that he was aggrieved because 
the president had not consulted him. 
He appealed to senators to stand by 
him in reasserting the senatorial pre­ 
rogative, and finally prevailed.

average is close to .500. and he has 
worked in a big lot of games too. 
“Cobb. Speaker, Lijoie and the other 
magnificent batters of the American 
league find him a hard proposition to 
face. 
Pat Dougherty and Billy Sulli­

“ IjOts of the time he doesn’t need 
many curves.
